OTTAWA, April 21—The gov- 

ernment of Canada is considering 
the design of the Dominion's new 
coinage, which before the end of 
1936 must be struck with the head 
of King Edward VIII instead of 
that of King George V. 


The present coinage, struck in 
1936 is correct as King George was 
still alive in this year, but there 
will be no King George in 1937, so! 
the coinage struck in that year must | 
bear the head of the new King 


MUST BE APPROVED 

The design will be approved by 
the cabinet but the making of the | 
master dies will be entrusted to the | 
Royal Mint in London. The King’s 
head therein must be approved by 
His Majesty and while it will dif- 
fer from that on the new British 
coinage it will be cimilar to that} 
used on most of the Dominion 
coins. 

By a curious practice the Brit- 
ish coinage bears the uncrowned 
head of the King; the Dominion 
coins show the King crowned. The 
Dominion coins usually use the 
same master dies so far as the 
King’s head are concerned, the 
Mother Country using special dies 
for the United Kingdom coinage. 


KING TO CHOOSE 
The King himself will choose the 
design from sketches by famous 
artists and will then give a num- 
ber of sittings to the artist chosen, 
and the portrait will then be turn- 
ed over to the engravers and die- 
sinkers for the dies to be made 
The new Canadian stamps pre- 
sent a similar problem and may 
be available in three or for months 
Application has been made to Lon 
don for a portrait of the King 
which has His Majesty's appr« 


The design will then be subr 
to the Canadian cabinet and rt 
approval the contracts for the new 


stamps will be let.

It was the nature of 
things that the bulk of these raw materials 
should be shipped out as such, and manufac- 
tured elsewhere in the earlier stages of econ- 
omic development. But the time has come 
when there may be looked for, and hoped for,

An acute skin inflammation such as a boil 
is exceedingly rare among those who work in 
tin; however, it is a familiar commonplace 
among the general population. 

The causes of boils must be considered to 
arise both from the outside and the inside. The 
outside cause is the invasion 
of the skin by staphylococci, 
which invasion usually occurs 
by way of a hair follicle, 
through a sweat gland, or 
through an open scratch or 
cut. However, the body seems 
to be able to resist such an 
infection of the skin provid- 
ing its defensive powers are 


normal, It is only when the 
F. McCoy system is “run down” and 
the resistive powers are 


thereby lowered that the staphylococci gain a 
foothold. The most important causes of boils 
are therefore the causes arising on the inside of 
the body. 

The development of boils will be encouraged 
by wrong habits of eating and particularly by 
the use of rich, heavy food, which creates the 
acidosis soil in which the staphylococcus can 
grow. Enervation is also an important predis- 
posing cause. Constant irritation of the skin 
through continued rubbing sometimes plays a 
part in favoring the occurrence of a boil. For 
example, when the neck is rubbed with a stiff 
shirt ‘collar, the neck may become the site of a 
boil. Changes in blood chemistry may induce a 
crop of boils; for example, the changes in blood 
chemistry seen in diabetes often make the pati-
